the present time, the secondary educa- 
tion our country undergoing thorough 
reorganization due principally two factors.

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Can Help the Stutterer 


MONG the many problems that the aver- 
age classroom teacher faces that 
the stutterer. many the problem 
not only discouraging but seems hopeless 
solution. experiment carried out our 
laboratory school during the summer 1944 
brought the gratifying realization that the 
classroom teacher can help the stutterer. 

Furthermore the classroom teacher must 
assume her honest burden responsibility 
toward this problem, inescapable one 
view forceful statement made Ralph 
Jones after thorough investigation 
the problem, per cent the children 
the primary grades stutter and 
child who stutters before ten years old 
time reaches high Since these 
quotations are statistics, not 
ments, follows that the classroom teacher 
must all she can minimize the defect 
when appears. Ideally speech pathologist 
should handle the case; however, since some 
schools not have speech specialist visiting 
regularly, intelligent handling the part 
the grade teacher, working co-operation 
with the parent and any available aid 
specialist knowledge can much preclude 
aggravating the case, and may even effect 
some correction. 

The following report the summary 
study stutterer made the laboratory 
school conducted last summer. will show 
just how the earnest teacher can set about 
help the speech-handicapped child. 

The stutterer, eleven years old, member 
the fourth grade the laboratory school 
group that had completed fourth grade 
June and was promoted grade five 
September), was obvious case inctpient 
stuttering, case which any classroom teacher 
would immediately detect. Her attempts 
recitation and participation class discussion 
revealed the presence the rhythmic disorder 
frequent repetition initial consonant 
sounds. Private conferences providing for in- 
formal conversation with the child presented 
opportunity for more careful analysis. 
The director the laboratory school and her 
classroom teacher referred the child the 
writer this paper; special analysis and 
program for rehabilitation was begun. The 
student instructor initiated her analysis 
informal conversation with the patient. She 
detected general nervous tension due 
inability relax physically, abnormal rate 
speaking, poor phrasing due poor under- 
standing the nature and function the 
pause, poorly developed skills, and 
inadequate vocabulary. Proceeding with

from fiction book her own choosing 


grade level. The reading showed mag- 


nified divergence from the normal speech- 
rhythm pattern, together with marked defi- 
ciency the ability grasp the printed 
thought. cut down the tension built 
effortful reading situation, the instructor 
again engaged the child informal conversa- 
tion. was detected that when units ex- 
pression and the thoughts conceived were one 
and elementary, she showed trouble 
vocalization that is, one-word responses, 
short, simple, inevitable responses were 
challenge: and “no” answers, single 
numbers and items positive knowledge 

The third step the analysis was the study 
the child’s aptitude simple narration. 
She was asked explain the game, “Liberty 
Bat.” This type speaking experience proved 
the greatest challenge. The child showed 
marked difficulty her oral expression; the 
narration required thoughtful selection 
ideas, thoughtful selection words 
express them. The poor vocabulary and un- 
developed language skills were starkly evident. 

complete the case analysis, the teacher 
investigated and made record the child’s 
status, her home background, her experiences, 
and her scholastic ability. The record shows 
the stutterer’s health good, her 
ground good. Her Stanford Achievement Test 
scores were: vocabulary, 
meaning, 3.7; language, 3.1; literature, 3.5; 
spelling, 4.9. The average score for her age 
and grade level should 5.0; her scores 
indicated definitely need for broader vocab- 
ulary, and vitally interesting and meaningful 
experiences provide both desire com- 
municate others and adequate medium 
for expression. The personal investigation 
reinforced the Stanford results, for the 
stutterer’s experiences were not vital her, 
were most circumscribed; she showed real 
enthusiasm relating and was satisfied with 
dull monosyllabic replies. 

After completing the diagnosis, the student 
teacher gave complete report the child’s 
teacher and the observation students 
the summer demonstration school.

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digest the thesis Sister Mary 

Corde Lorang, O.P., published THE 
CaTHOLIC SCHOOL JoURNAL November, 
1944, under the title, “The Effects Reading 
the Adolescent,” led the writer wonder 
whether adolescents realized that their reading 
had definite influence their lives. they 
agreed had, her next query would be: 
“What type literature influences the gen- 
erality American youth most?” Attracting 
their attention the fact that their reading 
did affect their lives, was hoped, would lead 
them adopt higher standard literary 
choice for themselves. 

When various classes girls years 
old were questioned the type reading 
which they thought influenced American 
youth most, they attested that probably comic 
books and movie magazines would vie for 
first place, but that movie books would affect 
girls early adolescence more, since the 
generality them longer cared for comic 
books. 

determine just how 
magazines were among girls early adoles- 
cence, the writer took poll among 175 
girls Catholic high-school quarterly for 
year. this poll, students noted all they 
had read both magazine and book literature. 
Papers testified the fact that two out 
every five girls spent about one third their 
reading time movie reviews, while about 
seven each group forty listed such 
magazines their reading repertory. 


Students’ Opinions 

How could one make the students realize 
that they were being influenced the reading 
such books? The celebration Catholic 
Book Week with its slogan, “Read for 
Better World,” afforded opportunity 
discuss the subject naturally. Accordingly, 
tenth-grade students the number 112 
were assigned the topic, Movie Maga- 
zines Influence American Life and Conduct.” 
During the explanation the topic the 
class period, students were reminded that the 
topic was not given urge read movie 
magazines say they were influenced 
them they were not, but give them 
chance write candidly the subject. 
course, the instructor could expect immature 
observations, but the inquiry would help 
make students conscious matter vital 
their cultural, intellectual, spiritual 
formation. Results proved that adolescents 
take notice the influence such 
periodicals and feel that, times, they are 
deeply affected movie literature. 

few students stated that, though they 
movie magazines, they did not think 
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that this reading influenced their conduct 
they forgot everything they read. The ma- 
jority stated that they thought that, since 
reading seeds the mind,” perusal 
screen books would have its effect, even 
that effect was largely imperceptible and 
gradual. One student wrote, can always 
tell what person what reads. His 
norms conduct are determined 
reading. Moreover, selects books and 
magazines which only intrigue the imagina- 
tion, cultivating shallow, impractical, 
dreamy mind.” 


Students’ Testimony 


Many the students gave minute ways 
which they thought American life 
fluenced events and facts related movie 
books. movie star will something that 
would terrible anyone else did it, and 
the people will applaud and call glamorous. 
Later others will try the same thing and ex- 
cuse their conduct with, saw the 
proof how movies influence 
public thought and practices, the students 
noted that the attitude the American 
people toward love, romance, courtship, mar- 
riage, and divorce; careers for women; the 
club frequentation for women; the depend- 
ence the populace Hollywood fashions, 
hair stylings, and dieting were all determined 
great part movie magazines. 

Many discussed the attitude toward mar- 
riage, the courtship preceding it, and the 
aftermath detail. One wrote: 

“Today America faced with the problem 
divorce. Four out five hasty marriages 
end the divorce courts. Boys and girls 
their teens early twenties rush marry 
with scarcely any knowledge their life 
partner this sacred state. Nothing but 
tragedy can result from this foolhardiness.” 

few the stars regard marriage 
publicity stunt. They see handsome man, 
think they have true love, and get married. 
soon they find out the true characteris- 
tics the person, they desire divorce. 
Moreover, these happenings are written 
such attractive way that marriage does 
seem trivial matter instead holy sacra- 
ment instituted Christ.” 

third noted: 

“One thing not read movie maga- 
zines: the love affairs movie stars. think 
they are disgusting. seems that celebrities 
think they not have worry about these 
matters. Love today, marriage tomorrow, and 
divorce the return from Reno. 
estimation, some them make hobby 
collecting husbands.” 

Still another gave her opinion: 
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Magazines and the Adolescent Girl 


movie star does not lead normal life, 
but can she expected her position? 
She would not, however, need connect 
herself with scandal. The only sad part 
that the group stars who commit scandal- 
ous deeds give bad reputation all Holly- 
wood celebrities, because somehow people 
remember the bad much better than the 
good.” 

Speaking fashions dress, hair styling, 
and complexion aids, most the girls stated 
that they were definitely influenced these 
points movie books. They will try new 
brand cream Lana Turner uses it, adopt 
becoming hair-do, determine additions 
their wardrobe what they see the 
fashion pages screen magazines. The popu- 
larity dying the hair, they state, 
instance fad that can point the 
movies for its origin. One wrote: 
Ingrid Bergman had her hair cut, did too; 
and have not worn slacks for long time 
since most high-grade actresses are not 
wearing them now.” 

youth itself attests the influence 
movie magazines these and other respects, 
what can Catholic educators counteract 
the influence? forbid the book, call 
trash, burn the copies one finds, not de- 
stroying the root the evil. like picking 
leaves from forest between autumnal gusts 
wind. 


Substitute Other Magazines 


When the students themselves were asked 
for suggestions for the remedy for this evil, 
several gave suggestions worth consideration 
educators and parents. One adolescent 
wrote: solution for this problem movie 
magazines’ influence over young people for 
teachers and parents suggest some books, 
really good books, for the girl read blot 
out the impression made screen maga- 
zines.” Another stated, don’t think movie 
magazines will leave harmful impression 
balance our reading them with 
really good literature.” third: “If Calling 
All Girls, Seventeen, Vogue are substituted 
for movie magazines and 
periodicals few which are 
not read movie magazines 

Writers periodicals have 
awakened the public the pernicious effect 
the comic book and have seen results 
substitutes, such Heroes All and Timeless 
Topix. Little has been said date about the 
same type effect from the movie magazine 
and not much effort made counteract its 
influence substitute. Youth seems willing 
attractively presented and brought 
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notice. there definite substitute for 
the movie thriller the life young girl, 
she will not need the movie book.

still more alluring way, most appro-

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The Gifted Child Your 


AYBE that “problem child” your 

room genius. You may not think 
him such, since the word brings 
mind such pictures. The lay- 
man apt think genius man with 
long flowing hair and violin, eccentric 
someone bordering insanity, frail 
person with keen mind, scholarly ap- 
pearing social misfit. Perhaps the most com- 
mon conception the word that 
person talented special ability such 
music art. 

the psychologist and the educator, 
genius person exceptional intelligence, 
that is, with far above the average. 
Many psychologists place the figure 132 
above. average ranges from 
110. 

The geniuses who are known are the out- 
standing ones: the musical prodigies, the 
brilliant people who lost their minds, tne 
scientists who made outstanding contributions 
the world. The ones often not know 
are those our neighborhood, those with 
whom rub elbows the streets, those 
our schoolroom. Approximately how many 
them are there? Oh, say about one person 
one hundred. That rough estimate 
part, based the estimate the 
psychologist, Lewis Terman, who says 
that about one person two hundred has 
high 140. The chances are, then, 
that there are some geniuses 
acquaintances among our pupils. 
why not recognize them such? 
because they are very much like us. 
once heard teacher define gifted child 
“just like other people, only more so.” 

Lewis Terman, while professor edu- 
cation Leland Stanford Junior University, 
made some interesting, controlled studies 
geniuses “gifted” children the California 
schools. Results these studies indicate that: 

Gifted children have special ability 
practically all branches studies 
arts, rather than being specialized along one 
line. The genius who becomes great musician 
probably does because his background 
largely musical, has been exposed 
musical environment. The chances are 
could have become equally great author 
architect. 

Geniuses are least healthy 
average people. The gifted children studied 
averaged slightly larger than normal children. 

Gifted children are rated even higher 
their teachers in.moral and personal traits 
than their studies. They are definitely 
Superior honesty, sense humor, will 
power, ability pay sustained attention, 
dependability, and the like. 

They are not inferior leadership and 
social adaptability, although those are among 
their weakest traits, probably because 
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school they are placed with children older and 
more physically mature than they. 

They rate very high conduct, long 
there something occupy their time. 

Their attitude toward school good, 
their attendance regular. 

They are rated normal play habits. 
Outside school they much the same 
things average children play, read, study 
music, chores, run errands, have paper 
routes, hike, work gardens. Most the 
group studied Terman took private in- 
struction language, music, art, dancing, 
something the sort. 

Most Terman’s group were not “only” 
children. general, their brothers, sisters, 
mothers, fathers, and other relatives were 
superior intelligence, education, and type 
occupation. 

When promoted one more grades 
above their ages, gifted children still excell 
their studies with injury health. Most 
Terman’s subjects had not been encouraged 
learn home, but had been allowed 
advance their own rates. few had been 
deliberately back” the parents. 

10. Teachers noted very few peculiarities 
among the genius children. There were very 
few cases nervousness restlessness. The 
few that were reported could have been at- 
tributed the fact that the children were 
not kept busy. More than two thirds 
Terman’s group were said free from 
nervous unbalance. Gifted children are not 
subject abnormal fears. They sleep well. 

11. Gifted children are lovable and charm- 
ing, seldom abnormally shy, and seldom vain 
arrogant. 

12. Contrary common belief, genius 
does not die out children grow older. With 
rare exceptions, native intelligence remains 
the same throughout life. Often, however, 
people develop habits laziness which make 
them appear have less ability than they 
have. 


FOR MENTAL HEALTH 


Sister Inez, teacher psychology 
St. Cloud Hospital, speaking Home and 
School meeting, Cathedral School, St. 
Cloud, Minn., talked about mental health. 

healthy mind, she explained, one that 
full possession its faculties, namely, 
the memory, instincts, imagination, impulses, 
will, and intellect. Every normal mind 
some time experiences conflict that 
struggle between reason and instinct. Psy- 
chologists say that the best way meet these 
problems is, first, recognize the conflict; 
second, seek advice and make decision; 
third, carry out that decision. the pre- 
vention mental sickness, Sister Inez offered 
the following suggestions; never belittle 
child; never ridicule him; and never shame 
him. child must self- 
esteem, Teachers and 
parents must responsible for developing 
these traits children under their care. 
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Classroom 


there exceptionally brilliant pupil 
among your students, your responsibility 
him great. turn, his responsibility his 
school and society great. Terman’s 
experiments showed that even when promoted 
two grades above their age level, gifted chil- 
dren excel their studies with time spare. 
unwise promote gifted children 
far their mental ability would permit, 
they would then thrown with pupils physi- 
cally and emotionally more mature than they. 
Social and personality problems would then 
result. instead growing upward his 
full mental height, the brilliant pupil should 
kept with children approximately his own 
age and allowed expand outward. 

This places important responsibility 
the already busy teacher. She must never lose 
sight the fact that the intelligent pupil 
deserving much her time and atten- 
tion the very slowest student the room. 
Anyone who has taught knows that 
temptation leave accelerated pupils their 
own devices while the teacher concentrates 
the progress the slower children. This 
the wrong attitude, and may give rise the 
ingenious “problem who has time 
his hands even after his work done, and 
done well! 

The genius child must have his finger 
tips good reading matter and tools for creative 
activities. should encouraged these 
activities. Expect him report more books 
than the average child. Make use his 
talents decoration and 
tion. However, doing, the creative con- 
tributions the other pupils must not 
ignored minimized. 

The genius soon will realize that learns 
much faster and does better work than his 
classmates. This fact must treated lightly. 
Rather than allowing the child feel too 
great pride his superior intelligene. 
behooves teachers teach him that 
has responsibility which comes 
Being endowed with greater ability 
than the average person, him 
give the world something greater than the 
average person can give, music, writing, 
invention, simply industry that is, doing 
everything undertaken the best his 
ability. 

his teacher, expose the brilliant child 
many and varied experiences and types 
culture possible, but allow him choose 
among them his own interests. 

Help him mentally healthy. Urge him 
make the most his ability. But all 
means, keep him normal possible 
socially. Outwardly, just another pupil, 
problem child. His gift which must 
cultivated, not neglected. are his busy 
teachers, but fair share our time belongs 
exclusively him.

gruntled young pupil who has swept aside 
mere castles the air all the professor’s 
proddings study harder. can’t study. 
There too much noise home. can’t con- 
centrate because mind wanders.” These 
are but few the excuses that threaten 
teacher’s sanity. will interest 
know that two the finest teachers the 
Middle Ages found themselves disturbed 
often similar complaints that they form- 
ulated answer that eternal question 
youthful pursuers knowledge. The two 
teachers were St. Bernard and John Salis- 
bury. Their answer still good today 
was their own times. course the 
modern automobile horn, taxi brakes, police 
whistles, newspaper boys, the radio did not 
intrude into the studies the pupil the 
Middle Ages, but the beat horses’ hoofs 
and the sound the passing carriage had the 
same effect the easily disturbed mind the 
youthful follower learning. all events, 
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the answer those brilliant lights the so- 
called dark ages might well cast few rays 
that will brighten the modern teacher’s per- 
plexity the same complaint. 

John Salisbury, who had made deep 
study Bernard’s works, devotes good 
portion his Policraticus developing Ber- 
nard’s notions this matter. John correlated 
Bernard’s suggestions and reduces them six 
points which calls the six keys learning 
which alone can unlock the massive door that 
leads

business, without doubt, the solution 
problems physics one the best means 
learning how solve construction and 
reconstruction difficulties. 
fact today, one can deny, that

students prefer biology physics and chem- 
istry. forty juniors academy, thirty 
may register for biology. five for chemistry, 
and the remaining five may have the courage 
sign for course physics. Why? 
Because the majority our young people 
prefer have others the thinking for 
them.

Modern edu- 
cators become alarmed the lack initiative 
our student body, and they note with regret 
that the majority our boys and girls take 
for granted whatever put into print.

After all, theory, 
the fiction science, not the test 
real scholar. True, cannot get along with- 
out and our students need theory; but the 
best means developing the reasoning fac- 
ulty, achievement valuable, some- 
thing more substantial than theory. Origi- 
nality, true manhood, the right kind inde- 
pendence, and real intellectual joy, can 
obtained the conscientious solving 
problems. 

The difficulty physics has been highly 
exaggerated and the problems physics are 
means the bugbear they appear be.

explained that these classes were usually com- 
posed first-year students whose reading 
scores were found diagnostic tests 
from two three years below grade. teach 


new words such students without stress 
the dictionary demanded ingenuity. device 
which worked successfully, largely because 
the enthusiastic pupil participation, might 
adapted other teachers whose classes need 
help but not exactly fit into this category. 


Words the Home 


The hunt for new words was usually starte 
early the term informal discussion 
the homes which live and the names 
the various rooms. Generally the furnish- 
ings were described first, but eventually the 
blackboard was covered with the exact names 
the pieces furniture found each 
room, all carefully separated 
headed columns.

Does not this trend 
the field education offer us, the teachers 
religion, good opportunity awaken 
our pupils consciousness the fact that 
they have their disposal the wings 


prayer the use which will bring them into 


close contact with God. 

Our goal teachers religion form 
Christ our pupils guiding them any 
intimacy with Him which will enable them 
see the joys and sorrows His life 
the counterpart their own; help them 
recognize His hidden life subjection and 
cbedience the pattern they must follow 
their own lives; and arouse them 
intense love and devotion Christ, their

these children are live lives union 
with Christ, they must love Him. they are 
love Him, they must first know Him. 
never really know become thoroughly ac- 
quainted with person until have held 
conversation with him; and through 
medium expression our intimacy grows. 
So. too, with the God-Man. can talk 
our pupils about Him, read them about 
His life, make Him known through pic- 
tures, but the real knowledge which results 
love Him and leads union obtained 
through prayer, especially that prayer which 
the expression their own thoughts, 
other words, mental prayer. 

Since mental prayer means achieve 
union with Christ, our duty and privilege 
our pupils reaching this union 
teaching them this form prayer. 

How many children pass through our 
schools who think prayer merely terms 
reciting the Our Father, Hail Mary, and 
other vocal prayers, and have never learned 
that they can pray thought and deed 
word. However, many these 
children have been using mental prayer with- 
out realizing when saying the Rosary and 
the Stations. Our part make them aware 
this fact order that they may 
form prayer conscious act their 
daily lives. 

The term mental prayer need not disturb 
intimidate them they are told that 
simply way talk God their own 
words. Eugene Boylan his book 
Mental Prayer makes very clear distinc- 
tion between mental 
Although written primarily for religious, 
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think simple enough give the pupils. 
says: “In vocal prayer make use 
set formula with our lips and endeavor 
conform our thoughts and desires some 
way our words. mental prayer en- 
deavor originate these thoughts and desires 
ourselves some reflection, and then 
give utterance them words our own.” 

Realizing the need teaching mental 
prayer and its immense possibilities, chose 
the holy season Lent opportune time 
begin formal presentation the sub- 
ject according the following plan:

This step 
was the most difficult and there was consid- 
erable stammering they struggled over- 
come self-consciousness. Next, order

might well mention here that the 
promise resolution was never made audibly 
written down. This was secret matter 
between the individual and God alone.

WINNIE: Yes, means increasing 
slavery territory, and thus gaining more 
representatives the Senate.

Imagine that! 

What was the most 
event Pierce’s administration? 

Betty: think was the passing the 
Kansas-Nebraska Bill. Don’t you remember, 
Stephen Douglas presented bill Congress 
which provided for the organizing the 
Louisiana Territory, and said that the people 
these territories should decide for them- 
selves whether they would enter the Union 
with without slavery? 

That’s right. I’ve sort forgotten 
about that. How did all turn out? 

Betty: Nebraska didn’t interest either the 
North South first, because was far 
away from settled country and hard 
reach. But settlers were already making their 
homes Kansas, and when people heard that 
her admission into the Union free slave 
state was left the majority vote the 
residents, there was mad rush immigrants. 

Some wealthy residents Massa- 
chusetts organized the New England Immi- 
grant Aid Society for the purpose equip- 
ping and financing Northerners who wished 
settle Kansas. 

The Southerners couldn’t compete 
with them, but the border Missourians organ- 
ized groups seize control the voting 
places. 

Then the Bill 
more less repealed the Missouri Com- 
promise, didn’t it? 

ANN: Oh, yes, and furnished fuel for 
the dispute between the slave and free states, 
until the South tried solve the question 
seceding from the Union. 

Betty: After she seceded, was possible 
for Kansas admitted the Union 
free state. 

There certainly wasn’t much 
Union the United States any more, was 
there? 

should say not! And kept 
getting worse. The Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats held very bitter feelings toward each 
other, especially when the Republicans were 
defeated the Democrats nominating 
Buchanan for President 1856. 

was just two days after 
became President that the Dred Scot Decision 
aroused the whole country. 

Betty: Dred Scot, the poor fellow! His 
master had taken him into free territory, 
where, with his master’s consent, had 
married. Afterward, was brought back 
Missouri, and his master’s widow sold him 
another slave holder. With the aid some 
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antislavery friends, Scot brought suit for 
freedom. 

But the Court decided that slaves 
are not citizens and could not bring suit, and 
that they were the property their masters, 
bought and sold their masters 
wished. 

The debaters attacked the question 
hot and heavy. Lincoln and Douglas were the 
most prominent these debates. Lincoln 
claimed that the states had either all 
slave all free. And Douglas was all for 
squatter sovereignty, established the 
Kansas-Nebraska Bill. 

Lincoln really had Douglas 
corner when asked him the people 
territory could lawfully keep slavery out 
its limits. 

WINNIE: course, because direct answer 
would harm him with either the North the 
South. When said they opposed slavery, 
they could keep out their territory 
unfriendly legislature, angered the South- 
erners. 

Ann: Lincoln won the debates, 
won the Presidency, 1860. 

Betty: soon was elected, the 
doctrine secession began loom large 
the affairs our country. 

Marie: The first state secede 
South Carolina. 

And before Lincoln was inaugurated, 
six more states had seceded. They formed 
Confederate Government with Jefierson Davis 
President. 

Lincoln said did not intend 
interfere with slavery where then existed, 
but warned the seceding states that the 
power confided him would used 
hold, occupy, and possess the property and 
places that belonged the government. 

Ann: And that meant but one thing... 
unless the southern states abandoned all 
hope becoming independent nation. 

Exactly. And the South had 
thought turning back. They had already 
raised troops South Carolina and they 
were taking possession government prop- 
erty. When the command came surrender 
Fort Sumter, the first shot between the North 
and South was fired. 

Things surely began happen 
then! Lincoln called for volunteers and every- 
body was eager enlist. 

yes, first. But when people 
saw that the war was going last longer 
than they had anticipated, enthusiasm began 
wane. The government offered bounties and 
when that failed rouse sufficient troops. 
there was compulsory recruiting. 

Betty: That was the Conscription 
and the people didn’t like it. They thought 
was unconstitutional. 

Ann: But some thought was the only 
democratic system recruiting army. 

WINNIE: There were states the 
Confederacy, and the Union. Both sides 
were confident victory. 

Well, both sides couldn’t win. The 
North had more available sources draw

Burnside was candid enough say 
wasn’t capable and proved his defeat 
Fredericksburg December 13, 1862. 

Betty: “Fighting Joe” Hooker began the 
Campaign 1863. led the Union forces 
bloody battle Chancellorsville. The 
Confederates won, but cost the life 
Stonewall Jackson, who, next Lee, was the 
best Confederate General. [Exit 

The Union Army with Meade 
command moved Gettysburg and engaged 
three days terrific fighting, which 
Meade was victorious. Nothing else much 
importance happened 1863, and the close 
the year saw the Northern army far 
from Richmond the beginning the war. 

Lincoln had quite time getting 
successful leader, didn’t he! really found 
good one Grant, though. led the 
Campaign 1864. He, like the others, tried 
take Richmond. His army met Lee’s the 
wilderness and they fought for two days. 
Then the battles Spottsylvania and Cold 
Harbor lost about fifty thousand men. 
then decided lay siege Petersburg, 
important railroad junction, connecting Rich- 
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mond with the South. Lee tried draw him 
off sending General Early raid against 
Washington, but Grant retaliated sending 
Sherman who met and defeated him.

Reading, Writing 


not the age-old trilogy, “reading, ’rit- 
ing, and this time but one that 
even more needed present; namely, read- 
ing, thinking, and writing. We, so-called mod- 
erns, live noisy, talking age, age 
which the thinking mind and the convincing, 
written word are not greatly cultivated, un- 
fortunately. Oh, no; not mean that writ- 
ing such has much decreased volume; 
the contrary, notwithstanding shortage 
paper, enormous amount written ideol- 
ogy appears weekly the market, goodly 
percentage not very profound. 

Let suppose that the few myopic indi- 
viduals who have converted this earth into 
global cemetery were thoughtful readers, 
thinkers, and writers, how vastly different life 
would for them and the rest this 
moment 

trilogy—reading, thinking, writing—centers 
the classroom, where there seems good 
deal the first, not nearly much the 
second, and not half enough the third. 
ideal substitute for this state things would 
be: read, think, absorb, write look it. 
Logically, there can doubt the con-

structive results such procedure the 
classroom. Mechanical reading means mechan- 
ical thinking and mechanical thinking rarely 
produces intelligent writing. Most us, 
teachers, are acquainted with the “kind 
“sort of,” “oh, you know,” type reasoning 
the part our pupils. Yes, but what can 
about it? can direct our energy 
make them read and think thoughtfully and 
write more than the majority them do, 
rule. 

Even the elementary grades little written 
exercises would actually work wonders. Grade 
pupils have readers which there excellent 
material for short papers, way summary, 
description, explanation, and on. these 
written exercises our pupils will see there 
the paper thoughts and ideas expressed their 
own language, their own words. thing like 
this can and actually does stimulate ever 
greater effort. Then, too, excellent aid 
better spelling and more legible penmanship. 
word praise the part the teacher for 
work well done will stimulate even more 
occasions such this. “Something attempted, 
something done” does deserve recognition. 

Now, written exercises are valuable the 
grades, they are simply invaluable the high 
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school. may that our secondary schools 
not deserve the volume belittling criti- 
cism that falls their lot, rule, today; 
but then may that they do. Current 
opinion says that pupils high school read 
great deal, think very superficially, and only 
the veriest minimum writing. that 
really the case, then we, teachers, must turn 
over new leaf; that our pupils will read 
great deal, think just much, and write more 
than they generally present—write with 
thought and intelligence. They write out alge- 
bra, geometry, chemistry, etc.; and they 
with accuracy, otherwise will equal and 
acute angles will obtuse. Exercises 
erature can also written; and not only for 
the sake technique, but even more for 
character development: mind, heart, and soul. 

True, extra written papers will mean extra 
work for teachers most whom are heavily 
laden already; but eventually the good results 
will ample recompense for the extra energy 
expended. grade red pencil the top 
written exercise means far more the 
average pupil than grade casually mentioned 
one recorded report card the end 
term. And, the red grade climbs little 
higher week week, imagine how the climb- 
ing will urge the writer better yet. This 
not imagination but reality, something that 
most have experienced. 

Finally, written exercises are invaluable 
high school, their educational value col- 
lege incalculable. Let have more them 
there too. Let have abundance in- 
telligent reading and thinking and far more 
intelligent writing; Francis Bacon put it: 
“Reading maketh full man; conference 
ready man; and writing exact man.”

Cicero with dust, but the continual use 
them spoils one’s study. 

The sixth key one that will startle the 
modern student unless understood clearly. 
entitled, “exile foreign land.” This 
does not mean that the boy must cross the seas 
foreign university for education. 
rather means that the one who involves himself 
excessively temporal family affairs be- 
comes slave and loses his other 
words one cannot become anxious about his 
family friends that his peace mind 
shattered. mind shackled weighed down 
the chain temporal sorrows cannot soar 
into the stratosphere the intellectual 
life. 

These then are the six keys knowledge 
that the two illustrious teachers present the 
moderns. The massive door that opens into 
the fragrant garden knowledge has six locks. 
All must turned before one can enter and 
enjoy its beauty. These six are hard secure, 
for knowledge maketh bloody entrance. But 
once the door has turned its hinges and the 
young student has entered, all the work and 
study are nothing before the happiness and 
satisfaction that are his. This answer me- 
dieval pedagogues might well given today 
(with the few changes incident the modern 
age) any distracted pupil who convinced 
that cannot study. can study provided 
learns the few rules that these two writers 
have stated.

The following are some explanations, ex- 
amples, questions, and outline plans our 
use incidental reading for our first graders. 
Since they are connected with the experience 
the children, they are particularly inter- 
esting and value them. 


John’s Trip 


John came back from his trip with wealth 
information and some fine material. 
came into the classroom brimming with antici- 
pation the fun would have sharing 
his experiences with the class. was very 
composed stood before the group and 
told them about his trip. showed post- 
cards first and was able explain them very 
intelligently. 

showed book with many different 
kinds fishes. After going through several 
pages, said interesting thing. re- 
marked, “Here fish that begins the same 
father’s name” (Crawford). Sure 
enough held large picture craw- 
fish. The two words were placed the board 
and the children enjoyed comparing the two 
words. 

The children enjoyed tracing John’s trip 
large road map and comparing the names 
the cities with those the cards. 


The Fair 


The county fair always interesting 
the children. offers excellent opportunity 
for reading experience. the children 
entered the room the day after the fair, they 
saw the board: 


Did you the fair? 
What did you see? 


Before the conference period, most the 
children had worked out the sentences them- 
selves had begged the assistance their 
neighbors. After they had read the sentences 
unison, all those who had been the fair 
were anxious report what they had seen. 
each thing was mentioned its name was 
put the board. 


horses merry-go-round 
clowns ferris wheel 
cowboys tents 


was suggested that each child tell about 
one particular thing. did pointed 
the word. The talks became rather con- 
fused, the children decided divide the 


into parts. These were written the 


board.

Fun the merry-go-round 
Watching the animals 
Fun the big tent 
The following day, papers about the three 

different topics were prepared and the children 
had choice the topic for composition. 
One paper, illustrate the type material, 
was follows: 


FUN THE MERRY-GO-ROUND 


See the merry-go-round. 

See the funny ducks. 

See the funny chickens. 

See the black horse. 

See the white horse. 

Round and round they go, 

Round and round and round. 

Can you draw picture the merry- 

go-round? 

The children answered the questions with 
crayons. They were thoroughly aroused 
that they begged read about the merry- 
go-round their book. For several days 
enthusiasm continued. During the formal 
reading period they read the story the 
merry-go-round their reader, and during 
the story period they begged for more stories 
the same type. story with many pictures, 
written boldfaced type was read them. 
familiar words appeared, they read enthu- 
siastically with the teacher. 

The children had been keenly interested 
the many animals they had seen. For many 
days they were seen looking pictures 
animals the books found the library 
nook. 

One day, during this experience, Kathleen 
came into the room with chamelion her 
hand and huge encyclopedia under her arm. 
She had asked the librarian for book 
chamelions and now begged know what 
the book said about that she might re- 
port the class. The material was given 
her simplified form, course, and she 
gave very interesting report, the same 
time allowing her audience handle her pet. 


The Mail 


The first-grade mail seems very 
real and important interest. Children from 
first grade who are trips, and the parents 
also, write cards them. These are put 
the bulletin board for the children see and 
read they wish. The cards are then taken 
down and the message printed the board, 
and read the children group. Two 
cards were especial importance during this 
period. One was from former teacher and 
the other from child from the group who 
had moved away. One was from Grand Rapids 
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and the other from Detroit. The dates and 
places mailing were brought the atten- 
tion the group. Under guidance the 
teacher, the children followed line 
Michigan road map from Grand Rapids 
our town and also the one from Detroit. 
Tommy wanted know whether they both 
arrived the same day, showing nice concept 
time and distance. 

One day the children were asked draw 
picture those things which they were 
particularly interested. The pictures were 
collected and letters were written the 
children about the pictures they had made. 
The teacher felt rewarded for the effort nec- 
essary order write letter each 
child about his particular interest 
and within his reading vocabulary, when she 
saw the happiness that resulted. Never was 
such effort put forth read was expended 
those precious letters. All day long they 
could seen reading them over and over 
again. 

Visit the Greenhouse 

The children were asked how they might 
make their room more beautiful. Some the 
children suggested that flowers would make 
the room brighter. decided visit the 
greenhouse and choose flowers for the room. 
Before going decided some rules 
conduct. The following day before starting 
reread these rules. 

quiet while the street. 
Stay with the group. 

Listen what Sister says. 
not touch anything. 

The lady the greenhouse graciously 
offered show the children around and 
answer their questions the raising 
flowers. 

After their trip the children were eager 
talk about their experience. While the ex- 
perience was fresh their minds, com- 
posed the following record. 

went the greenhouse. 

saw many beautiful flowers. 

saw geraniums. 

saw some roses. 

saw many cactus plants. 

bought some plants for our room. 


Our Polliwogs 


The children for several weeks had been 
observing their polliwogs. For some reason 
they seemed have desire turn into 
frogs. The children daily watched for some 
change. 

One morning after looking anxiously 
their pets, the children noticed the following 
statement the board. 

Our polliwogs are not growing. 

Thomas, who had been standing near this 
was put the board, suggested the following 
question 

What shall about it? 

During conference time, the children dis- 

cussed the situation and some 
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gested that perhaps the polliwogs needed 
more water. (They were very small 
bowl.) Another thought perhaps they did not 
have the right kind water. The children 
decided that committee with one 
the mothers the lake and get some water. 
The other children assisted transferring 
the polliwogs their new quarters, larger 
bowl. The children stood gleefully watching 
the polliwogs swimming about feeding upon 
the insect life present this water. 

During the story time the teacher assisted 
the children read the charming book, 
Timmy Tadpole and Big Bullfrog. Many 
pages were printed such bold type that the 
children could read them with the teacher 
the story the accumulative type. 


Jane’s Poem Book 


Jane, who had great love poetry and 
unusual sense rhythm herself, decided 
one day make (for herself) poem book. 
Almost every day she would place marker 
some favorite poem and during story time 
the teacher would read it. Some these she 
now gathered and painstakingly copied. The 
teacher helped typing some the longer 
ones. 


The First Trailer Trip 


One morning took the children down 
trailer lot see some trailers there. 
story that they had been reading had 
aroused their interest this subject. When 
the children came the conference circle 
they found the blackboard note saying:

Each time the children paused and together 
worked out familiar sounds. They played 
game, the object which was see who 
could sound out the most signs.

For 
many days the children could seen read- 
ing over and over.

busy trying work out the stories. During 
conference time the news was read the 
group.

Reading Connected With Gymnasium 


The morning before the first class, the chil- 
dren talked over the meaning “gym” this 
was their first experience for some them. 
Some the rules worked out the group 
were:

quietly the gym. 

Dress quickly. 

Put your shoes. 

Wait quietly line. 

Listen what Miss Johnson says. 

The children read this over carefully and 
later was printed sheet tagboard 
and put the bulletin board referred 
necessary. That afternoon the children 
were given sheets like the one below (No. 
which they were fill the blanks listed 
under No. They did these especially well 
and seemed enjoy great deal.

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Visit the Trailer Factory 


The children after finishing the base the 
trailer, found that they had not sufficient 
lumber complete it. During morning con- 
ference, Harold told the group that would 
necessary for them get lumber for the 
sides and roof.

The next morning the children were faced 
with the question, “How much lumber 
need?” David suggested measuring find 
out. Some child said that order find the 
height necessary, should find the height 
the tallest child. The group after much 
comparing decided that Patsy was the tallest. 
Jack said that must make several inches 
higher that Patsy would not bump her 
head. When finished comparing, the terms 
taller and tallest were thoroughly understood 
the entire group, and the written word 
recognized had pointed the words 
each time that had used them. Two chil- 
dren were appointed measure the width and 
length. With little assistance, they finally 
had their report ready read the class. 
After obtaining the approval the group. 
the order was sent the lumber company. 

The next morning the parts were assembled. 
This was not difficult matter, the 
parts were thin wallboard. soon 
children saw assembled they began asking 
questions regard furniture. They exam- 
ined pictures but could not obtain sufficient 
information. One child again went the 
trailer camp and examined the trailer. 
offered tell them all that had seen. 
They asked him about many things that 
had overlooked though had been very 
observant. 

Many problems arose regard the 
interior.

The next morning, the children found 
the board invitation visit the Trailer 
Company.

The purpose these books teach 
the child make definite plan for this 
period and complete the work when 
has once started it. When the activity period 
begins the child knows just what work 
going do. may choose the work 
likes, but knows that must complete it.

Activity Period Kindergarten 
Altmann 


The period shall discuss with you takes 
outdoor play, removal wraps, free activ- 
ity, excursions, walks. The period from 
8:45 10:00 the morning with the junior 
group and 1:30 2:30 p.m., with the senior 
group. Ours arranged that way because -it 
fits best with the program. You may have 
this period another time your schedule 
but what you should coincide just 
about with our period. 

First let discuss the objectives this 
period. You may add this list just 
stimulate you that you will the 
lookout for what the children should derive 
from this period. 


Objectives 
help the children: 


have opportunities develop them- 
selves physically. 

develop fuller experiences living. 

develop social consciousness. 

develop their interests. 

develop better understanding that 
their comfort and well-being depend upon the 
work many people. 

grow naturally. 

work happily with one another. 

express themselves fearlessly their 
creations. 

acquire greater knowledge their 
local environment. 

10. learn about the places visited when 
excursions. 

11. carry out problems that .are 
interest the group themselves. 

12. carry out ideas. 

13. want and keep the room and 
cupboards order. 

14. complete tasks once started. 

15. acquainted with many 
different art mediums possible and other

materials that are available for self-expression. 

16. realize the values happiness and 
friends, and the joy and satisfaction which 
experimentation and achievement brings. 

17. understand and appreciate better 
the wonders nature seen the walks they 
take.

Place for Play 


Outdoor play should incorporated 
kindergarten programs. would much 
better you could have your own private 
playground. this not possible choose 
time when empty least when one 
end free from use. You are very 
fortunate you have lawn some grass- 
covered ground where the children can 
tricks roll down the incline. You might 
find some place the neighborhood where 
you could take the children occasionally 
play. use the athletic field. one time 
used the lawn the museum and 
another time empty lot near school. 
the fall the year, the children especially 
like tumble around the ground because 
the wonderful colorful leaves that nature 
supplies for toys. the winter, nature gives 
them snow our part the country. there 
happens tree that suitable for 
children climb the lawn playground, 
that would just fine. good substitute 
for jungle jim monkey ladder. 

Now let talk about the playground 
proper. Before you take the children 
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discuss with them the dangers the play- 
ground. Let them understand exactly what 
they can and what they cannot do. Your 
rules may different from ours. This the 
list rules use. 

Can: 

Swing and push one another. 

Teeter-totter. 

Play sand with sand toys without. 

Play games have races. 

Use edge sandbox balancing bar. 

Use the bars the teeter-totter 
turnover bars. 

Climb poles. 

tricks high bars. 

Cannot: 

Stand swing pump one another. 

Jump off teeter-totter. 

Throw sand. 

Run around the playground causing 
trouble. 

line up. 

Leave toys sand box. 

Take off wraps unless the teacher gives 
permission so. 

Climb fence (the sharp points 
top would hurt their hands). 

with the children all times the 
playground. Walk around from group 
group. Give suggestions you see their form 
play becoming destructive. the time 
the children are the afternoon group, they 
should able play games themselves. 
Many times though they want teacher play 
with them. They like see you enter into 
the spirit the game. Let them catch you 
occasionally when you are playing game 
with them. not afraid teeter-totter, 
play the sandbox, swing. You really will 
find that you will enjoy outdoor play you 
enter into the activities.

buggy and other children’s vehicles such 
wagons, tricycles, and scooters. Children also 
like roller skate and jump rope. the 
late spring and early fall all the activity 
period could carried outdoors. Certain 
toys could kept just for use outside. This 
also includes building blocks. The children 
can paint easels outside. course 
realize you cannot lug all these things from 
the classroom outside every day, but you 
have building the size playhouse located 
one end the playground easy 
task for the children do. have seen this 
work out very well nursery school. 

very nice day, you may get 
suggestion from the children that they would 
like out for walk. most the 
class would like this, follow through 
with the suggestion. Before you for walk, 
discuss with the children what they are going 
look for and how they will behave. Here 
are some rules follow: 

Walk with partner. 

Stay line with your partner. 

Use your eyes and ears the walk. 

sure listen the teacher she 
stops and tells you about something that you 
see hear. 

Tell the other boys and girls about what 
you see and hear. 

Here are some the reasons why children 
like for walks and why you like take 
them walks: 

Walk for the sheer pleasure feeling 
the spring air bathe ones face. 

Walk look and discuss mother nature. 

Walk find visual aids (house num- 
bers, signs, streets). 

Sometimes the children like have 
parade outside. Some carry flags and others 
have rhythm-band instruments. 
they walk one behind the other. 

excursion one the community 
helpers such the grocer, baker, butcher, 
enjoyed the children well being edu- 
cational them. The rules for going 


walk hold here. Only this time stress listening 
the community helper. Later the children 
may want discuss the trip use art 
mediums illustrate what they saw. 

The children have removed their wraps, 
hung them up, gone the toilet, got drink, 
and are now sitting the rug front 
you. Generally speaking, they know what they 
can during free activity. Mon- 
day, Wednesday, Friday they play with 
the toys out the cupboard (blocks, Lincoln 
logs, etc.), play the stage, and play the 
piano. Tuesdays and Thursdays they 
art work, play the stage, play with trucks, 
look books, tell stories with the tell-me-a- 
story figures, and play the piano. used 
carry all these activities every day 
but with the increase children and the need 
conserve supplies had change the 
schedule. Even could have all the sup- 
plies that wanted, just would not have 
floor space and table space enough accom- 
modate all the children and supplies. Our 
enrollment has increased the point where 
have more than 100 children kinder- 
garten for the past few years. There are just 
two handling that large group. 


Understanding the Projects 


Discussion any projects would take place 
before the children get work. When each 
child knows definitely what during 
this period, you will not find any that just 
aimlessly run around the room. course, 
not expect the beginning child stay with 
one thing all period. Let him put away 
least pick all ready put away and 
then choose something else do. Let him 
make his own choice. Here, too, walk around 
from group group giving encouragement 
where needed and giving suggestions when 
asked. Try become part the group but 
all times keep watch over the whole 
group. You will have much better discipline 
you follow this plan. Some the toys the 
children play with are more difficult use, 
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they are reserved for the senior group. 
This includes building toys and projects. 

The art mediums for the junior group 
use are crayons, chalk, paper paste and cut, 
and clay. The senior group uses addition 
calcimine paint, water color, paint crayon, 
dry paint, spatter paint, and finger paint. 
Each medium demonstrated the children 
they will know how use it, but each 
uses his own way. All the children never 
are required make the same pictures. They 
may choose any medium they wish use. 
They get out their own supplies and clean 
after they have finished. The supplies are kept 
cabinet one side the room. The 
mediums that the junior group uses are one 
section. The seniors may open their own 
door where their supplies are kept and also 
the junior supplies they may use. The calci- 
mine paints are mixed and kept the two 
easels. the easels also are hung paint rags, 
and aprons. Aprons and smocks are kept 
closet handy for the children use any 
time they wish. they feel they are big 
enough not need wear one they will 
not get themselves dirty, they not have 
wear any. Work the children always 
display. 


Our Signal Notes 


During activity period, the children some- 
times want other children see what they 
have done. Four notes are played the piano 
get the attention the children. The 
notes are middle and the others going 
the scale consist and high The 
little melody means “Please listen me.” 
When the children hear it, they stop working, 
sit down, and look toward the piano. The 
child invites the other members his class 
come and see what has made. Some- 
times group wishes show project just 
completed. The melody also used for the 
teacher obtain the attention the children. 
She may want compliment them how 
nicely they are playing how some groups 
are working much better because they are 
not talking such loud voice perhaps 
they are not talking all. The most impor- 
tant time use the melody when the 
teacher tells the children put their work 
away and come over and sit down the 
rug. then time for the next period 
begin. Sometimes the children are called over 
the rug before time for the next 
period. This done because there some 
discussion that the teacher some children 
think valuable carry about activity 
period. may that group children 
would like show the pictures they made 
before the teacher displays them the room. 
Sometimes they like tell why they draw 
certain picture and also tell the story about 
the picture. 

When the children put their work away 
sure stand the cupboard and see that 
they good job. You must remember that 
they have not been this world very long 
and unless supervise them they are likely 
just throw the toys into the cupboard. This 
means you will have job straightening 
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later. course, there only one 
teacher kindergarten you will have re- 
turn the group they gather the rug. 
Then you can appoint some child supervise 
the remainder the toys they are put 
away. You may able choose some effi- 
cient child right away take care the 
cupboard. Make sure the child requires the 
other children put the toys away and does 
not straighten the cupboard himself. 


Our Rules 


Now let list the rules that the kinder- 
garten child should expected carry out. 
not ask for perfection. just little 
child learning every day how handle him- 
self and his playmates. This list rules per- 
tains the activity period the classroom: 

Removes wraps quickly and hangs them 
away properly. 

Sits down the rug the proper posi- 
tion with legs crossed and hands lap. 
very comfortable way for them sit and 
also keeps the child from getting into mis- 
chief while the rug. 

Listens when the teacher some other 
child has the floor. 

Takes part discussions. 
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Takes part many activities and dis- 
cussions them. 

Helps other children. 

Cleans after activity and puts all 
his materials away. 

Sits down immediately and stops work- 
ing playing the minute hears the melody 
the piano which tells him listen. 

Does not waste material. 

10. Appreciates what makes that 
will take care it. 

11. Appreciates what others make that 
will not destroy it. 

12. Uses the bathroom and gets drink 
the proper time which is, our case, anytime 
during this period our private bathroom 
right off the kindergarten. 

13. Keeps busy. 

14. Does not bother anyone else who 
working. 

Remember this the child’s period. Let 
him creative would like be. 
Encourage him all constructive ideas 
work and play. You stay the background 
stimulate and guide him. Help him 
co-operate with the group that when 
goes out into the world will know how 
get along with his fellow man.

School Fires 
Easton 


Experience shows that fire prevention meas- 
ures, even when most carefully applied, not 
completely eliminate the occurrence fire. 
Therefore, for the protection both life and 
property, safeguards that minimize the dam- 
age caused fire when does break out 
should, far possible, introduced 
into every school. Such safeguards are two 
kinds construction that limits the spread 
the fire, and means for extinguishing 
promptly. 

planning the installation these safe- 
guards, those who are responsible for the de- 
sign, construction, remodeling, and equipment 
school buildings will guided the 
accompanying table, which summarizes data 
derived from study all serious school 
fires this country for the period between 
January 1928, and August 1939. 

glance this table shows that the points 
origin school fires are widely scattered. 
With few exceptions location especially 
favored and none immune. 

Note that from per cent all the 
fires included the table originated the 
roof. practically every case, these fires 
were started sparks, from the building’s 
chimneys from near-by fires, falling 
wooden shingles. The remedy consists the 
use fire-retardant roofing material. 

Another location requiring special attention 
the basement. Basement fires are the most 
frequent all school fires. They are usually 
started the furnace the ignition 
accumulations rubbish stored furniture; 


and they are especially dangerous because 
they tend sweep upward and may rapidly 
fill large portions the building with smoke, 
flames, and superheated air. 

The structural remedy here lies arrange- 
ments that will confine the fire its point 
origin until the building can least evacu- 
ated and fire fighters mobilized for action. 

These arrangements consist the follow- 
ing, which are applicable all types 
structures: 

Subdivide the basement into series 
compartments, using concrete, brick, 
masonry walls wherever possible. Finish all 
exposed woodwork, such ceilings, with 
noncombustible lath and plaster. Permanently 
seal all openings, except doorways, chutes, 
etc., between the basement and the upper 
floor. Firestop all spaces between double walls 
and partitions. Use metal-sheathed solid 
wooden doors, with self-closing mechanisms, 
for all doorways and other necessary openings 
leading out the basement into its 
compartments.

Hence, 
general protection should provided the 
form fire-extinguishing equipment. 

This phase fire protection should sup- 
plemented with some method turning 
fire alarm quickly, but, firemen cannot 
respond without some delay, extinguishers for 
immediate use should always available.

AMERICAN SISTERS BRAZIL 

Villa Zelina, suburb Sao Paulo, Brazil, 
Sisters St. Francis from Mt. Providence, Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., for several years have been conduct- 
ing parochial school that fills special need 
community Lithuanians. 

February, 1938, Msgr. Krusas and Father 
Paskauskas from Chicago visited Villa Zelina, 
suburb inhabited chiefly immigrants from 
Lithuania whose children were already considered 
Brazilians. The visitors noted the lack educa- 
tional facilities for these new citizens Brazil, 
and, upon their return the United States, per- 
suaded the Sisters from Pittsburgh come the 
rescue. 

Coming Brazil that same year, the Sisters, 
although handicapped their lack knowledge 
Portuguese and lack money, began their 
work, February, 1939, small room pre- 
viously used town recreation hall. Soon 115 
pupils were enrolled. 1944, the enrollment was 
470, with one group children coming the 
morning and another the afternoon. 

The pupils range age from four fourteen 
years classes from kindergarten through 
grammar grades, and including commercial 
course shorthand, typing, Portuguese, and 
English. 

1941, the school was moved into new four- 
room building Church property, 
Sisters now have three schools with total en- 
rollment 678, with eight Sisters from the 
United States, and three Brazilian novices, and 
five lay normal-school graduates. Six the 
Sisters are either preparing for teaching Brazil 
engaged other work. The Sisters are plan- 
ning expand their work opening nursery 
school, erecting kindergarten building, school 
for home economics, other elementary schools, and 
professional school. 

The suburb Villa Zelina has 
schools, but few private schools supplement the 
parochial schools.
